LAND SLIDES AND WASH Onrs-— 


The heavy rains are demoralizing the 
railroads a great deal. Yesterday 
morning's passenger train going East, 
•which should have arrived here at 
2:30, did not leave Colfax until late 
yesterday afternoon, owing to a land 
slide near there. Another slide oc- 
curred near Verdi, causing the freight 
irain, known as No. 8, drawn by en- 
gine No. 17, to get ditched. The 
engine was thrown upon its side and 
several of the cars were ditched. A 
wrecking train was sent from Truckee 
and the wreck removed as soon as 
possible. On the Virginia and True- 
tee Railroad yesterday all trains had 
so be abandoned, owing to damages 
done. One mile of track between 
Oarson and Mill Station is under wa- 
«r, and two culverts at Mill Station 
were washed away. The bridge at 
Pranktown is in imminent danger, so 
that was necessary to withhold all 
trains. East of us the track has not 
suffered so much, and the emigrant 
irain arrived only one hour late, but 
it had to lay here until the track was 
cleared. Bailmaders tell us that this 
a nearly as bad as it was last Janu 
ary when ditched trains, land slides 
and wash out were every day occur- 
rences. 


LATER,—Since writing the above

LAND SLIDES AND WASH Onrs-— 


The heavy rains are demoralizing the 
railroads a great deal. Yesterday 
morning's passenger train going East, 
•which should have arrived here at 
2:30, did not leave Colfax until late 
yesterday afternoon, owing to a land 
slide near there. Another slide oc- 
curred near Verdi, causing the freight 
irain, known as No. 8, drawn by en- 
gine No. 17, to get ditched. The 
engine was thrown upon its side and 
several of the cars were ditched. A 
wrecking train was sent from Truckee 
and the wreck removed as soon as 
possible. On the Virginia and True- 
tee Railroad yesterday all trains had 
so be abandoned, owing to damages 
done. One mile of track between 
Oarson and Mill Station is under wa- 
«r, and two culverts at Mill Station 
were washed away. The bridge at 
Pranktown is in imminent danger, so 
that was necessary to withhold all 
trains. East of us the track has not 
suffered so much, and the emigrant 
irain arrived only one hour late, but 
it had to lay here until the track was 
cleared. Bailmaders tell us that this 
a nearly as bad as it was last Janu 
ary when ditched trains, land slides 
and wash out were every day occur- 
rences. 


LATER,—Since writing the above 


we learn that the land slide at Verdi 
is a very serious one. About fifty 
;ons of rock lies on the track, one 
x>x car is smashed to pieces and at 
! o'clock last evening the engine was 
still upon its side. The slide oc- 
curred just about fifty feet ahead of 
the train as it was going up the hill. 
Had it been a little later the result 
would have been more serious. It 
will not be cleared away before this 
afternoon. We hope the mail will be 
;ransfered.
